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EARLY HISTORY 


Seventy-five years ago, on May 24, 1880, a little group of people 
met in the court house at Glenwood, Minnesota, for the purpose of 
organiz.ng a Christian congregation. The population of the village then 
numbered about 800. Indians still roamed the prairies and hilis near _ 
by. There were no automobiles or modern means of transportation 
such as were to come with future years. Main Street in Glenwood 
knew no pavement, and spring thaws or torrential rains quickly turn- 
ed it into a muddy thoroughfare. 


Hardy pioneers who came to this community, largely of Scandi- 
navian descent, brought with them a firm faith in God and a deter- 
mination to rear their children in the Christian faith. As they built 
their homes they resolved also to build a church. Early pastors who 
visited the vicinity, like the Rev. Thomas Johnson in 1865, and the 
Rev. Nils Brandt, in 1869, found ready soil for the planting of Holy 
Seed among the people here. The Rev. Peder S. Reque was the first 
resident pastor in Pope County. It was his privilege to organize the 
first Lutheran congregations of the county, among them Indherred, 
three miles north of Starbuck. 


The first pastor of the Indherred congregation was the Rev. M. M. 
Koefod, who came in 1874. It was his work to prepare the field for the 
organization of a congregation also in Glenwood. 


The first actual meeting of the Lutheran congregation in Glenwocd 
was held on May 5, 1880, at which ten members were present. The 
names of those ten men were as follows: Ole Rigg, Jr.; O. Hansen; 
O. I. Ronning; Ole Rigg, Sr.; Halvor Halvorson; N. I. Holtermann; M. 
G. Rigg; Michael A. Wollan; Ole Dyrstad; A. Torguson. 


A constitution was adopted and signed by the above- named per- 
sons. M. A. Wollan served as chairman of the meeting. 

The following meeting was held as scheduled on the 24th day of 
May, 1880, and at that meeting officers were elected, steps were taken 
to secure a church and a cemetery, and Ole Rigg, Sr., was appointed 
a committee of one to interview Rev. Magnus M. Koefod in regard 
to taking charge of the congregation for the time being. It was also 
decided at this meeting that until the congregation could secure a 
pastor, any person who would subscribe to the constitution as adopted 
would be considered a member of the congregation. 

At this meeting M. A. Wollan, A. Torguson, and O. I. Ronning 
were elected as an advisory board. The first trustees were Ole Dyrstad, 
H. Halvorson, and O. Hansen. Dr. N. Holtermann was elected secre- 
tary. It appears, however, that Peter C. Aas was the acting secretary 
the first five years. Ole Rigg, Jr., was the first treasurer. 
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The complete list of charter members of Glenwood Lutheran 
Church is as follows: Lauritz Larson,, B. O. Wollan, John Steen, Ole 
Kaaberg, Henry Thrane, M. A. Wollan, Jacob Wollan, Ole Rigg, Jr., Ole 
Rigg, Sr., Martinus Rigg, Hans Engebretson, Halvor Halvorson, Peder 
C. Aas, Knud Hagen, Knud Torguson, Knud Simon, John Iverson, Hans 
Flolid, Peter Landmark, M. A. Benson, John Aune, Eilert Koefod, 
Thore Sagvold, Abr. Olson, David and Ole Aasve, N. F. Johnson, Jor- 
gen Aal, C. T. Wollan, Carl Helgeson, Martin Aal, Gunnerius Aal, 
Theodore Waalen, Fred Calmeyer, Andrew Torguson, Ole Dyrstad, 
Peter Kaldahl. Torger Torgeson, Claus Hanson, Carl Abrahamson, 
John Koefod, Ole Torgerson, Gust Claesen, Knud Pladson, Theodore 
Thorson, John Quist, Peder Loe, Jorgen Thompson, Anders Nelson, 
Iver J. Lee, L. Koefod, Claus Quist, and Ole Gilbertson. Other early 
members not«included in this list came into the church during the 
following vears. 


Rev. Magnus M. Koefod Rev. H. O. Koefod 


The Rev. Magnus M. Koefod, brother of the late Mrs. Hilma Wol- 
lan, was the first pastor of Glenwood Lutheran Church. His consecrat- 
ed and faithful labors made possible the foundation upon which Glen- 
wood Lutheran congregation is built. “Built upon the foundation of 
the apostles and prophets, Jesus Christ Himself being the chief corner- 
stone, in whom ali-the building fitly framed together groweth into an 
holy temple in the Lord.” (Ephesians 2:20,21). 


THE FIRST CHURCH BUILDING 


The intervening months from the time of the organizational meet- 
ing in May, 1880,.until the annual meeting in January, 1881 were a time 
of busy activity and prayerful planning for the newly organized con- 
gregation. Pastor and people were hard at work. Membership in the 
new congregation was increasing. At the annual meeting in 1881 the 


congregation decided to inform the Synod that it was self-supporting. 
Subscriptions for the new church had reached $750.00 and there were 
prospects for more. A building committee consisting of M. A. Wollan, 
Ole Dyrstad, and Ole Aasve was appointed. This committee reported 
at a meeting held a month later and it was decided to build a church 
45 by 30 by 18 feet, on the site donated by M. A. Wollan. Members of 
the congregation were to provide the stone for the church without 
charge. Without delay the new church was built the following summer, 
located on the site where the high school building now stands. 

This new church of frame construction, small though it was by 
comparison with the present church, was adequate and beautiful. Here 
the Word of God was preached and the Sacraments administered for 
more than thirty-five years. Here the children were instructed in their — 
Christian faith, confirmed in renewal of their baptismal covenant, and 
knelt before the altar to repeat their marriage vows. From th’s hoelv 
place loved ones called home to God were frequently laid to rest. And 
often upon the lips of those who loved this place and worshipped here 
were found the words: 

“Built on the Rock the Church doth stand, 
Even when steeples are falling; 

Crumbled have spires in every land, 
Bells still are chiming and calling— 
Calling the young and old to rest, 

But above all the soul distressed, 
Longing for rest everlasting.” 


PASTORS OF THE CHURCH 


It is to be noted that since its inception, Glenwood Lutheran 
Church has been a congregation of long pastorates. In the seventy-five 
years of its history there have been only six pastors. 

The Rev. Magnus M. Koefod served the congregation from 1880 to 
1888. Strong and diligent, his ability and consecration give evidence 
that he was a chosen servant of God to lay the framework for the 
future church. Upon his resignation in 1888, his brother, the Rev. H. O. 
Koefod, was called as pastor. His call was issued jointly by the Fron 
Church of Starbuck and the Glenwood Church. The growing popula- 
tion, however, gave the new pastor a large field w:th many ministerial 
duties. In 1898 it was deemed advisable to divide the parish and the 
Glenwood congregation issued a call to the Rev. G. T. Lee who began 
his work here in October, 1898. 

The Rev. G. T. Lee served Glenwood Lutheran Church for sixteen 
years until 1914. As editor of the LUTHERAN HERALD and author 
of a number of books he became widely known throughout the church 
body. The congregation under his ministry grew in numbers and by 
1909 reported a membership of 527. The Glenwood Academy also came 
into existence at this time, bringing new families and teachers into 
town. The congregation had outgrown its small church building and 
plans were being formulated for a new church. Combin'ng editorial 
work with that of the ministry, Pastor Lee found it advisable to retire 


from his parish work and accept a call as teacher at Park Region Luth- 
er College, Fergus Falls, in 1914. 


Rev. G. T. Lee 


Early records tell of the annual convention of the Minnesota Dis- 
trict of the Synod held in Glenwood in 1909. At this meeting some of 
the pioneer pastors and teachers were present, like Vilhelm Koren, Dr. 
H. G. Stub, J. A. Thorson, K. Bjorge, G. Erdahl, N. Forde, Dr. J. Ylvi- 
saker, M. Borge, J. A. Blilie, L. J. Jerdee, and J. Bothne. 


THE NEW CHURCH 


Upon the resignation of Rev. G. T. Lee in 1914, the congregation 
extended a call to the Rev. H. P. Ausan. Plans laid by Rev. Lee for 
the new church were now ready to be realized. Under the direction 
of the new pastor and with the able assistance of individual members 
and auxiliary societies of the church, the brick edifice in which the 
congregation today worships was erected. 


It is interesting to note in the light of present day prices that the 
church was built in 1916 at an expense of $30,549.14. A bonded indebt- 
edness of $10,000.00 was assumed by the Ladies Aid, the Dorcas assist- 
ing by paying the interest. In May, 1930, the last payment in full on the 
church debt was paid. 

To assist in the financing of the new building the sum of $2,471.28 
was realized on the sale of the old church. The Ladies Aid Society 
contributed $800.00, the Dorcas Society $477.92, the Gleaners $430.92, 
and Vaarblomsten $75.00. A list of the individual donations is found in 
the published report of the congregation of 1917. 

Members of the building committee for the new church were Carl 
Ettesvold, chairman; W. H. Engebretson, secretary; J. O. Haugen, 
treasurer; J. M. Aal, T. O. Ofsthun, J. O. Grove, M. O. Meling, O. B. 


Mithun, Theodore Waalen, Oscar A. Johnson, Alf Pederson, Wm. P. 
Nelson, C. O. Wollan. 

In the historical booklet prepared at the time of the fiftieth anni- 
versary of the congregation it was stated, “The members of the Glen- 
wood Church will remain under perpetual obligation to the building 
committee for their vision in planning an adequate building, for their 
good judgment in selecting an able architect, and for their splendid 
cooperation in doing the work required of each individual member . . 
The period from 1914 to 1917 will be remembered as a time of noble 
achievement - To God alone the glory.” 

Dedication of the new church was held on Sunday, August 29, 
1920. Professor O. G. Brandt, D.D., of Luther Seminary, St. Paul, offi- 
ciated, assisted by neighbors and visiting pastors. Rev. G. T. Lee re- © 
turned at this time to give the opening address. 

Special gifts to the new church included the memorial organ, built 
by the Kilgen Company of St. Louis, given by Mrs. Delia Wollan in 
memory of her husband, Holger W. Wollan. Oliver Wollan, a brother 
of the deceased, also contributed toward this gift. The baptismal font 
was given by the young girls’ society. The pulpit and altar were fur- 
nished by the choir which at this time gave frequent concerts and song 
services.

During Rev. Ausan’s brief pastorate in Glenwood (Feb., 1915 to 
August, 1917) the congregation purchased the parsonage, sold the old 
church, and constructed the new church. No small amount of credit 
for this progress was due to his leadership. 


PASTOR JOHN LINNEVOLD 


Called to succeed the Rev. H. P. Ausan was Rev. J. Linnevold, the 
fifth pastor of the congregation. Faithful far beyond the call of duty, 
Pastor Linnevold served Glenwood Lutheran Church for twenty-seven 
years. During his ministry the new church was paid for and the con- 
gregation experienced steady growth in membership. The saving Gos- 
pel of Christ was proclaimed with earnest and solemn appeal. The 
training of children and young people was continued and has always 
been considered a vital part of the church’s work. Bible study was 
offered freely and regularly. Contributions to missionary, educational, 
and charitable work of the Church were solicited with Christian ap- 
peal and with liberal response. Annual reports of the activities and 
finances of the congregation have been printed regularly every year 
since 1917 and distributed among the members. 


Tribute should also be paid to the ability and interest of Pastor 
Linnevold in the field of music. Together with Mrs. Linnevold, his 
faithful helpmate, the choirs of the church reached high standards of 
achievement. In addition to singing regularly at Sunday morning wor- 
ship hours, the choirs have frequently sung such outstanding cantatas 
as “The Holy City,” “The Messiah,” and “The Seven Last Words of 
Christ from the Cross” by Dubois. Concerts were also given in neigh- 
boring cities. On Sunday evening, April 6, 1930, “The Messiah” was 
given under Pastor Linnevold’s direction when the new stained glass 


windows in the church were dedicated. To Mrs. Linnevold goes the 
credit and honor of organizing the Junior Choir. 


Since the organization of the church and not least during the min- 
istry of Pastor Linnevold, the Glenwood congregation has occup‘ed 
a leading position in the number of young people sent to our church 
colleges. It has always been strong in its belief that a Christian educa- 
tion and church schools are a vital part of the church’s program. 

-On Sunday, June 22, 1930, Glenwood Lutheran Church celebrated 
its fiftieth anniversary. The festival address on this Golden Jubilee 
was given by Professor O. E. Brandt, D.D. The former pastor, Rev. G. 
T. Lee, D.D., gave an address on the history of the congregation. 

Cn Sunday, August 22, 1943, Golden Jubilee services were held 
commemorating the 50th Anniversary of the ordination of Pastor 
Linnevold. Dr. T. F. Gullickson, President of Luther Theological Sem- 
nary, St. Paul, Minnesota, brought the sermon on this occasion, and 
the Rt. Reverend R. M. Fjelstad, President of the Northern Minnesota 
District, was the liturgist. Pastor Linnevold had been ordained by the 
Rev. V. Koren in the Washington Prairie Church, August 24, 1893. An 
afternoon program was held also on this day with Mr. E. R. Selnes 
presiding. An address was brought at this time by the Rev. R. M. Fjel- 
stad. 


Rev. David J. Quill 


Pastor John Linnevold tendered his resignation in the spring of 1944. 
He continued to serve the congregation until the new pastor, Rev. 
David J. Quill, was installed on September 10 of that same year. For a 
time Rev. Linnevold lived on in this city among the friends whom he 
loved. In later years he resided with his daughter, Mrs. Agnes Maake- 
stad, in Sioux Falls, South Dakota, where he died and joined the 


Church Triumphant on July 5, 1952. Mrs. Linnevold preceded him in 
death on July 2, 1946. Both were laid to rest from Glenwood Lutheran 
Church and their bodies are buried in the local Lutheran Cemetery, 
awaiting the resurrection of the just. 


PASTOR DAVID J. QUILL 


It was the privilege of the present pastor, Rev. David J. Quill, to 
build upon the firm foundation that had been laid by his predecessors. 
On September 10, 1944, he was installed as pastor of Glenwood Luth- 
eran Church by Dr. R. M. Fjelstad, president of the Northern Minne- 
sota District of the church. Pastor Quill chose as his text for the in- 
stallation sermon the words of I Corinthians 3:6-7 “I have planted, 
Apollos watered; but God gave the increase. So then neither is he that 
pianteth anything, neither he that watereth; but God that giveth the 
increase.” 

With no factions or divisions to hinder its growth, the membership 
of Glenwood Lutheran began at once to give the new pastor the sup- 
port he needed. Growth in church attendance and church membership 
came at once. The continuous development of the congregation through 
the last ten year is due in no small measure to the faithful labors of 
those who had laid the foundation in years past. 

The parsonage at 5 E. Maple St. was redecorated during the sum- 
mer of 1944 prior to the coming of the new pastor and his wife. In 
succeeding years the trustees have continued to make necessary re- 
pairs on the home, such as the installation of a new heating plant, the 
remodeling of the kitchen, the laying of new tile floors upstairs, and 
the landscaping of the grounds outside. 

Since Pastor and Mrs. Quill have come to Glenwood, three chil- 
dren have been born to bless their union, namely, Stephen David, born 
December 10, 1945, Charlotte Irene, born October 30, 1948, and Timothy 
Martin, born May 27, 1953. 


The year of 1945 saw World War II come to a close. No less than 
186 young men and women from Glenwood Lutheran served in the 
armed forces of our country during this period of war, and their names 
are listed in the Annual Report and Directory for 1945. Eight of these 
young men paid for our freedom with their lives, namely: Thomas 
Anderson, Raymond Bentrud, Harold Branae, Alfred Hagen, Theodore 
Hagen, Sigurd Kvilhaug, Carlyle Larson, and Melton Rustad. The 
memory of these young men has been perpetuated by eight memorial 
windows placed in the narthex of the church. A dinner was given in 
the church parlors to honor our war dead and welcome home our re- 
turning veterans. 


THE SYNODICAL BUDGET 


It is gratifying to notice the increased giving of the congregation 
through the years to World Missions, Christian Education, and Char- 
ities. In 1945 the Synodical Budget was $1100.00. This, however, was

overpaid by a considerable amount. Since that time the congregation 
has gone through a decorating and building program, yet its gifts for 
others have not been lacking. Its quotas for the Synodical Budget, 
Lutheran World Action, Lutheran Welfare and other benevolences 
have been met in full or overpaid each year. The most recent Treasur- 
er’s Report (December 31, 1954) shows that the sum of $5,171.39 was 
contributed to the Synodical Budget during the year, $1,128.40 to Luth- 
eran World Action, and $600.00 to the Lutheran Welfare Society, be- 


sides numerous offerings to other benevolences. God has blessed the 
congregation because of its willingness to share what it has. Several of 
its families in recent years have paid the salary of native pastors on 
foreign mission fields in gratitude and devotion to God. May this vision 
and sacrifice ever prevail, that the command of Christ to preach the 
gospel to every creature may be carried out in accordance with His 
will. 


THE CHURCH REDECORATED 


For a number of years the congregation looked forward to the time 
when its church edifice could be redecorated and remodelled. The 
Trustees began to make plans during the year of 1945, consulting with 
architects, heating engineers, decorators and contractors. The work 
began in 1946 and included the following: tuck-pointing of the outside 
walls, reshingling of the roof, rewiring of the entire structure, instal- 
lation of a new heating plant, remodeling of the church sanctuary, 
specifically the chancel and choir loft, the installation of new light 
fixtures throughout the church, painting and varnishing and decorat- 
ing, new carpeting in the chancel and nave of the church, the installa- 
tion of three stained glass windows in the chancel, and the enlarge- 
ment and replacement of the pipe organ. Mr. Hans Boese of Nashville, 
Tennessee was the decorating contractor. Generous gifts on the part of 
the members, in addition to the sale of the Gunder Olson flats which 
had previously been given to the church, made possible this huge 
task of redecorating and remodeling. A more complete report of the 
work done at this time is to be found in the Year Book for 1946. Cost 
of the entire project was about $35,000.00. 

On Sunday, June 29, 1947, rededication services were held in the 
church sanctuary with Pastor Emeritus John Linnevold reconsecrating

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the church to the glory of God. Rev. Melford S. Knutson, Albert Lea, 
Minnesota preached the dedication sermon. Rev. M. N. Knutson of 
Glenwood assisted the pastor in conducting the service. A dedicatory 
organ concert was heard in the afternoon, followed by “open house” 
with refreshments served by the Ladies Aid and Dorcas Societies. A 
Senior Choir concert was given in the evening. This glorious day cli- 
maxed years of planning and working on the part of the people of 
the.church. It marked a real milestone of progress. 


CHURCH STAFF INCREASED 


With the congregation now growing numerically, numbering over 
1,000 confirmed sou-s, it was decided by the congregation at the an- 
nual meeting in January, 1947, to issue a call for a full-time parish 
_worker to assist the pastor in his many duties. Miss Ione Wennes, a 
graduate of Luther College, accepted this call and began her work in 
August of that year. Part-time secretarial help had been secured for 
some months prior to this time. Offices were now moved from the par- 
sonage to the church and Miss Wennes readily adapted herself to the 
work and quickly won a place in the hearts of the people. For over five 
years she assisted the pastor with organizational work and confirma- 
tion instruction, directed the Senior choir and took charge of the 
Young People’s Luther League, in addition to her many duties in the 
office.

As time went on and the congregation continued to grow in num- 
bers and activities, additional clerical help was needed in the office. 
Several young ladies were secured from time to time for this purpose 


one of whom was Mrs. Harold Vegoe, who served during the year of 
1952. When Miss Wennes resigned her position in that year to accept 
a call for a similar position at Trinity Lutheran Church, LaCrosse, 
Wisconsin, a call was issued to and accepted by Miss Eleanor Erickson, 
also a graduate of Luther College, who was serving as parish worker 
at that time in Stoughton, Wisconsin. Miss Erickson, likewise, proved 
to be a talented and efficient worker in this important phase of the 
Lord’s work. She gave zealously of her time and energy to her many 
tasks until her resignation in April, 1955, when she was married to 
Rev. Allen Hagstrom of Elbow Lake, Minnesota.

In January of 1953 the congregation decided to try to secure the 
services of a student intern to assist the pastor in preaching and other 
parish duties, thereby relieving the parish worker of many of her 
reponsibilities outside the office. Mr. and Mrs. Paul Roe came to the 
parish in June of that year. The student pastor has preached at the 
morning services on an average of about once a month, assisted with 
communion and confirmation instruction, Luther League and other 
organizational activities, and has gained valuable training for his own 
ministry in future years. 


Mr. Norman Bergeson was the second of these student interns 
and began his work in Glenwood Lutheran in June, 1954. He too has 
proven himself to be industrious and co-operative and capable, work- 
ing hard to advance the Kingdom and to prepare himself for the work 
of the ministry. At the present time a call has been issued to and 
accepted by another student intern from Luther Theological Seminary, 
Mr. Duane Hoven, who will take up his duties in June, 1955, when Mr. 
Bergeson’s year of internship is completed. The congregation has also

caled Miss Borghild Bringedahl, senior at Concordia College, who 
will begin her work here as parish worker in July, 1955. Mrs. Robert 
Baldriage is ab.y serving as secretary pro tem at the present t:me. Of 
each of these faithful servants it can be said that they have served far 
and beyond the call of duty. May their rewards be both temporal and 
eternal.

THE PARISH HOUSE 


It was at the Annual Meeting in 1949 that a committee was auth- 
orized to study the needs for a new parish house. The Board of 
Trustees appointed the following people to serve on this committee: 
Mrs. Harry Anderson, Mrs. Alfred Torguson, Harold L. Eastlund, 
Oliver Hoplin, and Harold Kvale, with Rev. D. J. Quill as ex officio 
member. Preliminary planning was very carefully carried out by this 
committee. When its preliminary survey work was completed, this 
committee was summarily dismissed in January, 1950, and a Building 
Committee elected, composed of the following: Mr. Otto A. Hovren, 
Chairman, Mrs. T. R. Thompson, Secretary, Mrs. W. E. Sandbo, Mr. 
Ole Rosten, Mr. James Barsness, Mr. Harold Kvale, and Mr. E. A. 
Gandrud. 


The Building Committee was charged with the great responsibility 
not only of raising sufficient funds to erect the building but also to 
see it through to completion. Their task was not easy, but in the spring 
of 1951 construction was begun, continuing all through the following 
winter until the summer of 1952. Mr. William Schaeffer of Minneapolis 
was the architect and Mr. Leo Schoenrock of Garretson, South Dakota, 
was the general contractor. Donated labor was given freely by the 
men of the church, thereby reducing the cost of building to a minimum. 


On September 9, 1951, a cornerstone-laying ceremony was held 
in connection with the morning service, with the Reverend Elmer O. 
Ellefson officiating. A large gathering was on hand and the Junior 
choir very fittingly provided special music for the occasion. 

A Furnishings Committee for the parish house was appointed with 
the following persons asked to serve: Mrs. Jens Nelson, Chairman, 
Mrs. Harry Setter, Mrs. Oberlin Dyrstad, Mrs. Art Stone, Mrs. Wallace 
Sherlin, Secretary, Harriett Erickson, Harry Anderson, James E. 
Barsness, Robert Gomsrud, together with Pastor Quill and Harold

Kva'e as advisors. It was the work of this Committee to select a.1 the 
furniture for the new building. 

Dedication of the Parish Education building was held during the 
week of September 10 - 16, 1952. Meetings and programs were held 
each day with the Parish House open to visitors at all times. Informa! 
programs and teas were sponsored by the Dorcas Society and Ladies 
Aid on Wednesday and Thursday. A Circuit Sunday School Teachers’ 
Conference was held on Friday with Dr. J. C. K. Preus, Executive 
Secretary of the Board of Education, E.L.C., as guest speaker. Rev. 
A. E. Hanson, District President, officiated at the dedication worship 
at 9:30 and 11:00 A. M. on Sunday, September 14. A smorgasbord din- 
ner was served at noon and in the evening a Circuit Youth Rally was 
he'd with Rev. Oliver Pederson, Barsness and Chippewa Falls parish, 
as guest speaker. On Monday evening a Men’s Club raliy was held 
when the Rev. Joseph Knutson, President of Concordia College, 
brought the message. The closing program was held on Tuesday even- 
ing, sponsored by the L.D.R. and Missionary Society, when the film, 
“The Sickle or the Cross” was shown.

These were wonderful days for the people of Glenwood Lutheran. 
It marked the beginning of a new forward movement. Now for the 
first time two worship services could be held each Sunday morning, 
relieving crowded conditions in the church. Sunday School could be 
held at the same hours, with each class in a private classroom. Church 
attendance continued to increase as did also the enrollment in Sunday 
School. Two services have been held each Sunday morning at 9:30 
and 11:00 A. M. since the time of dedication, except during the month 
of August in the summer. 


DISPLACED FAMILY 


During the spring of 1951, in answer to an assurance given by the 
congregation, a Latvian displaced family came to live among us as 
wards of the church. Mrs. Xenia Skripsts and her three children, Lar- 
issa, Viktor, and Zoya, came from a displaced persons’ camp in Ger- 
many to find new life and hope in America. The residence owned by 
the church on the lot to be occupied by the new Parish House was 
moved to a location on North Lathrop street to provide a home for 
them. The lot on which this house is now located was generously don- 
ated by Mr. and Mrs. Knute Eide of the congregation. Many gifts of 
furniture and clothing have been supplied by the organizations of the 
church together with thoughtful individuals. May God grac-‘ously 
guide this family to adapt themselves more and more to useful citizen- 
ship in the land of the free. 


THROUGH FIFTY YEARS 


At the morning service on Thanksgiving Day, 1953, a gold pin was 
presented to Mrs. Charlotte Aal Smith in observance of her fifty years 
as organist in Glenwood Lutheran. Mrs. Smith began to play the organ 
as a young girl back in 1903. Except for occasional leaves of absence 
for sickness or for further musical study, she has continued as organist 
in the church for more than half a century. In recent years years as the 
congregation has continued to grow, her responsibilities have been 
multiplied. She has played for almost all funerals, weddings, and other 
special services, together with serving as accompanist for the choirs 
and soloists of the church. The congregation is grateful beyond words 
for her faithful and talented service. 


At this point it seems right to mention that in 1948 two art-glass 
windows were placed in the chancel of the church, one by the organ 
console in honor of Mrs. Charlotte Aal Smith, and one in the sacristy 
door in honor of Pastor John Linnevold, the latter given by Mr. and 
Mrs. Alfred Torguson. 


In the Parish House there is a Sunday School room, given and 
furnished in honor of Miss Laura Johnstad who has been teaching 
Sunday School regularly since the year 1900. Not all of these years 
were spent in Glenwood, but how much she has contributed to the 
growth of the Kingdom thrugh her efforts will be known only in

: Heaven. Similarly, names could be mentioned almost endlessly of 
| faithful servants who have contributed generously of time, talents 


and means to the life and growth of Glenwood Lutheran Church. Far 
more important than that their names are mentioned here is that they 
are written in Heaven.

EVANGELISM 


It should be stated that the growth of Glenwood Lutheran con- 
gregation is due in no small measure to the spirit of Christian evangel- 
ism in the hearts and lives of many faithful members of the church. 
A friendly greeting and warm welcome to new families who move 


into the community is essential to the church’s growth. Again and 
again has this spirit of Christian love and concern been noted in Gien- 
wocd Lutheran. 


Early in the year of 1954 a program of personal evangelism was 
formulated and put to work. Together with the Board ot Deacons, 
the pastor set up a plan to reach as many unchurched peop.ze in the 
community as possible. A survey committee of some 70 people was 
first selected and the entire community was canvassed. Teams of 
willing workers were then chosen and a system of organized ca-l:ng 
followed. The results were extremely gratifying. More new people 
were brought into the church in 1954 than in any other year in the 
church’s history. In September of this year, 1955, Glenwood Lutheran 
will participate with other congregaticns -n the Glenwood, Fergus 
Falls and Milaca Circuits, in a Preaching-Teaching-Reaching Missicn. 
May the Lord of the Church look with favor and blessing upon this 
concerted effort to put into effect the command of Christ to evangelize 
the world. 


THE SUNDAY SCHOOL 


“But continue thou in the things which thou hast learned and hath 
been assured of, knowing of whom thou has learned them; and that 
from a child thou hast known the holy Scriptures, which are able to 
make thee wise unto salvation through faith which is in Christ Jesus.” 
II Timothy 3:14-15. 


The instruction of the children and young people in the way of 
salvation has always played an important part in the program at Glen- 
wood Lutheran Church. From the very earliest years there was a 
Sunday church school for the children. Early records are very meager, 
but the historical sketch prepared at the time of the 50th anniversary 
states that the Sunday School had grown at that time to have an en- 
rollment of 247. 


The regular prescribed teaching materials of the synod have al- 
ways been used in classroom instruction, with emphasis upon the 
Catechism and Explanation and Bible History. The strength of the 
congregation today is due in no small measure to the great emphasis 
that has been placed upon the thorough instruction of the young. 


Many faithful teachers have given willingly of time and talents to 
be instructors in the Sunday School. Pastor Linnevold, during his 27 
years of ministry at Glenwood Lutheran, paid careful attention to 
this phase of the church’s work. For a number of years he himself 
served as superintendent, which office he held at the time of his re- 
signation and retirement. Mr. Herman J. Talle then took charge of the 
Sunday School for two years in 1944-1945 after which time Mr. Harold 
Kvale became superintendent and has continued to serve in that ca- 
pacity ever since. 

In 1945 the Sunday School reported an enrollment of 320 pupils. 
A steady increase since that time, keeping pace with the growth of 
the congregation, has brought the enrollment at the present time to 


930 pupils. A total of 68 teachers and workers are serving faithfully 
at present, instructing pupils of all ages, from the three year old nurs- 
ery child to the aduit Bible student. In recent years there has been 
an associate teacher for almost every class, standing by to take over 
the instruction on short notice in the absence of the regular teacher. 


In the late years prior to the. erection of the new Parish House, 
conaitions were extremely crowded. Ciasses were held in every nook 
and corner of the church, upstairs and downstairs. In 1948 it became 
necessary to make use of the residence owned by the church and 
locaied on the lot where the new Parish House now stands. No less 
than $0 children were crowded into this home for classes each Sunday. 
How welcome was the day when in September, 1952, the new Parish . 
House was completed and ample space was provided for all classes! 

Two sessions of Sunday School, one at 9:30 and one at 11:00, have 
been held each Sunday since the Parish House was built. The 9:30 ses- 
sion includes classes for all ages. The 11:00 A. M.. session 
has classes ranging from the 3 year old nursery class to the ninth 
grade. Departmental supervisors have been in charge at both hours 
under the competent leadership of the Sunday School superintendent, 
Mr. Harold Kvale. All classes can now be held in private classrooms. 
Opening exercises for each department are held during the first 15 
minutes of each hour. 

Regular monthly meetings of the Sunday School teachers have 
been held almost each year for some time. The course of study has 
frequently followed the prescribed text prepared by the Board of 
Education of the Evangelical Lutheran Church. An award system for 
Sunday School attendance has been in existence also for a number 
of years. Graduation exercises for the 12th grade class are held on the 
last Sunday of May. A diploma is presented to each graduate at that 
time, inserted in beautiful pocket editions of the New Testament. 

Vacation Bible School dates back many years in the history. of 
Glenwood Lutheran. For a time it was discontinued but was reorgan- 
ized in the summer of 1949. Two weeks of morning classes have been 
held each year since that time for grades 1 through 6. More than 150 
pupils were enrolled in this school in 1954. A staff of 21 teachers vol- 
unteered their services. 

Two years of confirmation instruction have been carried on since 
1944. Pastor Quill at first instructed both of these classes, but upon the 
arrival of the parish worker, the instruction of the junior class was 
given over to her. That assignment now belongs to the student intern, 
while the pastor continues to instruct the senior class. Forty-two con- 
firmands renewed their baptismal covenant before the Lord’s altar 
on April 24, 1955. 

Since 1948 visual aids have been used extensively in the church’s 
program of Christian educaticn. A large library of filmstrips and color- 
ed slides on the Bible have been purchased, together with sound mo- 
tion picture and slide projectors. 

For the last several years a Sunday School picnic has been held 
on the first or second Sunday in June. Kindergarten, intermediate, and 


Bible departments each give a Christmas program for the public on 
various evenings during the Christmas season. 

May ihe Sunday School ever cont.nue to grow in effectiveness to 
fulfill its purpose in ihe Kingdom. It is building for eternity. 


THE LADIES’ AID SOCIETY 


The history of the Glenwood Lutheran Ladies’ Aid if written in 
its entirety would compose a volume by itself. ‘To conserve space, cnly 
the h.ghlights can be mentioned. 


The Ladies’ Aid Society was organized in March, 1881, at a mect- 
ing he.d at the home of Mr. and Mrs. M. A. Woilan of Gienwood. The 
Rev. Magnus Koefod, then pastor of the congregation, acted as chair- 
man of the meeting. As nearly as can be ascertained, those present 
were: Mrs. Magnus Koefcd, Mrs. Ole Rigg, Sr., Mrs. Dr. Holterman, 
Mrs. Tore Sagvold, Mrs. C. T. Wollan, Mrs. Ole Aasve, Mrs. Josephine 
Rigg-Aal, Mrs. Hilma Koefod-Wollan, Mrs. M. A. Wollan, Mrs. Ole 
Rigg, Jr.. Mrs. Olaus Hanson, Mrs. Andrew Torguscn, Mrs. Jorgen 
Thompson, Mrs. Martin.us Rigg, Mrs. O. J. Johnson. 


From the very first, the Ladies Aid went to work to assist in rais- 
ing money for the home church, missions, charities, and other worthy 
causes. It helped to pay for the church built in 1881, furnishing the 
organ, altar plate, and the carpet for the church. In 1912 the Lutheran 
Ladies’ A'd paid $2500.00 for the site selected for the new church. 
When a Home for the Aged was established in Glenwood about this 
time, the furnishings necessary for the reception hall were furnished 
by the Aid. 

Toward the Building Fund of the new church, the Aid gave 
$1500.00 in 1915 and $800.00 in 1916. In 1917, when the new church 
edifice was finished, the pay:ng of the bonded indebtedness of $10,000.00 
was undertaken by this organization. On May 1, 1930, the last install- 
ment on this debt was paid. 


In 1922 the Ladies’ Aid erected a building at the fairgrounds where 
lunches have since been served on Fair days. In later years the Dorcas 
and other societies have given assistance with this large task.

The Ladies’ Aid has always given generously to the support of the 
church and missionary activities. In 1930 the sum of $575.00 was con- 
tributed for the installment of art glass windows for the church, and 


the following year they took over the $2,000.00 mortgage on the Dore 
sonage. 

In 1932 the first Mother-Daughter banquet was held, and Hes 
were continued for several years. For many years the ladies would 
make an annual visit to the Home for the Aged, bringing gifts and 
cheer. 

On July 9, 1936, an historical meeting was held honoring the older 
members. Those present were Mrs. J. M. Aal, Mrs. M. A. Benson, Mrs. 
Gustav Pederson, Mrs. Albert Wollan, Mrs. Ole Mithun, Mrs. S. J. 
Barsness, Mrs. M. F. Peterson, Mrs. O. Lybeck, Mrs. Christ Sather, 
Mrs. J. O. Grove, and Mrs. T. O. Ofsthun. Mrs. Aal, being the only 
charter member, was presented with a basket of flowers. 


During all these years the Ladies’ Aid continued to serve meals and 
lunches at the County Fair. As the old building was becoming inade- 
quate, it was decided in 1939 to build a new one. 


Instead of having the joint bazaar and supper with the Dorcas 
Society as had been the custom for many years, it was now decided 
(1939) that the Ladies’ Aid have a Christmas party and each member 
bring a donation. This has been carried out since that time. 


From time to time the Ladies’ Aid has been generous in its re- 
sponse to appeals for funds from our church colleges. In 1943 the Lad- 
ies’ Aid and Dorcas Society purchased the American flag and Chris- 
tian flag for the church. Besides giving liberally each year to the local 
and Synodical Budget of the church, gifts have been given to the Chil- 
dren’s Home at Lake Park, the new hospital and the Red Cross, the 
Cemetery Fund, Seamen’s Mission, and many other Kingdom projects. 


For several years money was put aside into a sinking fund to be 
used for remodeling and redecorating the church. In 1943 the Aid 
divided itself into Circles to work more effectively through smaller 
groups. The work of these Circles has been very commendable, con- 
tributing not only to the financial welfare of the church but also to 
its spirit of sociability and friendship. The Ladies’ Aid is affiliated 
with the Women’s Missionary Federation of the Synod and partici- 
pates in self-denial, missions, and thank-offerings. Frequently has the 
Aid been called upon to serve dinners on festive occasions such as at 
the rededication of the church in 1947, the occasion of the Northern 
Minnesota District Luther League Convention in Glenwood in 1948, 
and the dedication of the Parish House in 1952. Since 1917 the receipts 
and disbursements of the society have been published in the Annual 
Report of the Congregation. A written report of the activities of the 
Society has been published in the Yearbook since 1945. At the present 
time the Aid is giving generous support each year toward the reduc- 
tion of the Parish House indebtedness. 


In 1952 it was decided to discontinue serving regular monthly din- 
ners to the public. Since that time afternoon lunches have been served. 


In 1954 the Aid purchased gowns for the newly organized Chapel 
Choir, and together with the Dorcas Society provided vestments for 
the confirmation class. 


May the Glenwood Lutheran Ladies’ Aid continue to work tire- 
lessly for the Master’s cause, contributing not only financially but also 
endeavoring to create and maintain a social atmosphere and a friendly 
fellowship that are essential. “Let us not be weary in well doing, for in 
due season we shall reap, if we faint not.” Galations 6:9.

THE DORCAS SOCIETY 


The Dorcas Society was organized on January 18, 1911, when a 
meeting was called by Miss Christina Larson at the home of Casper T. 
Wollan for the purpose of organizing a young ladies’ church society. 
With Mrs. G. C. Torguson presiding, the following officers were elect- 
ed: President, Miss Christine Larson; Vice President, Mrs. G. C. Tor- 
guson; Secretary, Miss Charlotte Aal; and Treasurer, Miss Marie Fia- 
ten. A committee was appointed to draw up the constitution and the 
society took the name, “The Dorcas Society,” and its purpose was to 
help in the building of a new church. 


The members of the Dorcas Society commenced their work at 
once and have ever since been enthusiastic supporters of the various 
branches of church activities. Meeting bi-monthly on Wednesday ev- 
enings, the society has sponsored many church suppers, concerts and 
other entertainments for the support of the church. In 1923 the first 
edition of 1,000 copies of the Dorcas Cook Book was published. A 
revised edition of 1,000 copies was published in 1928, and a second re- 
vision in 1953. These books are now on sale and have proved very 
popular. 

The Dorcas has contributed liberally to the church through the 
years. It assisted in the building of the present church by assuming the 
payment of the interest on the $10,000.00 church bond. At first ihey 
paid one-half of this interest but later assumed the payment of the 
whcle amcunt. G fts for ihe interior decoraticn of the church were 
given in the amount of $1,850.00. Besides many smaller gifts, the large 
art glass window cn the east wall of the sanctuary was dcnated as 
an anniversary offering. 


Being a member of the Women’s Missionary Federation of the 
Synod, the Dorcas has contributed liberally to the work of missions 
and charities. The Lutheran Welfare Scc ety of M'nneapolis has also 
been a favorite project. 


In 1929 the plan of working in groups or divisions was adopted 
and proved successful. In 1931 the Dorcas Society assumed the ex- 
pense cf painting and papering the parscnage. They also at this time 
assumed the interest payment on the parsonage debt. In 1°34 tho 
Crad e Roll Department was organized, sponsored by the Dorcas. 


The twenty-fifth anniversary of the Dorcas Society was com- 
memorated in 1936. Each year the Society has contributed to local and 
Synodical expenses as the funds were needed. In 1940 it assisted wi h 
funds to help furnish items needed in the new hospital. In recent years 


the Society has helped the Ladies’ Aid serve at the fairgrounds during 
the County Fair. During World War II the Dorcas bought the material 
and made the Christian Service Flag. 

The Dorcas joined the Aid in a welcome reception for Pastor and 
Mrs. Quill in September of 1944. When the church was redecorated 
in 1946, the Dorcas Society donated money for the new carpeting in 
the church sanctuary. Assistance was given in the purchasing of Jun‘or 
Choir robes in 1947. Since the arrival of the Skripsts family the Dorcas 
has assumed payment of Blue Cross and Blue Shield benefits for them. 
contributing also to a fund for clothing and other necessities. In 1954 
the Dorcas bought new robes for the Senior Choir and together with 
the Ladies’ Aid made plans to sew confirmation vestments. 

Bible studies and other devotionals have been held at almost every 
meeting. It is the aim of the Dorcas Society to follow in the footsteps 
of her after whom the organization is named: “Now there was at Joppa 
a certain disciple named Tabitha, which by interpretation is called 
Doreas; this woman was full of good works and alms deeds which she 
did.” Acts 9:36.

THE MISSIONARY SOCIETY 
“Go ye, therefore, and make disciples of all nations.” Matthew 28:19. 


The Women’s Missionary Society was organized at the parsonage 
November 19, 1919. To Mrs. M. A. Wollan, interested in all religious 
activities, but especially in the main object of church work, Home and 
Foreign Missions, belongs the credit of bringing about the formation of 
this society. The meeting day has always been on the first Wednesday 
afternoon of the month. Meetings have been devotional and educa- 
tional in character, with talks or Bible studies given by the pastor.

Mrs. J. Linnevold was president and treasurer of this society from 
the time of its organization until 1945. Others who have served as pres- 
ident since that time have been the following: Mrs. H. W. Hallman, 
Mrs. L. Bottolfson, Mrs. Lena Brendal, Mrs. Mary Phair and Mrs. Mar- 
tin Overstad. 


Contributions from this organization have always been sent to the 
various missions of the Lutheran Church. The organization was formed 
at a time when the Ladies Aid had assumed a $10,000.000 bonded in- 
debtedness on the church and very little of the annual income of the 
Aid could be devoted to missions. Through the years the Society has 
grown numerically and now holds most of its meetings in the Parish 
House. Meetings were formerly held in the homes of the members. In 
recent years also the Missionary Society has paid the full salary of 
a native pastor on the Madagascar mission field, Johanesa Maniva. 
New members are always welcome. May God’s blessing attend this 
organization which strives to carry out His command, “Go ye there- 
fore and make disciples of all nations.” 


MUSICAL MINISTRY 


“Make a joyful noise unto the Lord, all ye lands! Serve the Lord 
with gladness! Come into His presence with singing!” (Psalm 100:1-2). 


Glenwood Lutheran has always been noted for its outstanding 
music. The very first pastor, Rev. Magnus Koefod, was a gifted singer 
and song leader. Several members of the Koefod family lived in Glen- 
wood during that early day and all were lovers of music. 


The 50th anniversary historical booklet states, ‘““M. A. Wollan was 
probably the first organist of the congregation, as he was also for a 
number of years the choir director. After him came L. M. Koefod. 
Among the organists of that time we have Mrs. L. M. Koefod, Mrs. 
Dora Fjelstad and Miss Bertha Wollan. Later choir directors were 
Oscar C. Wollan, G. B. Wollan, and O. K. Omlie. 


For a number of years the Glenwood Academy made its contri- 
bution to music in the church. Among the teachers at this school were 
men and women of distinguished music ability. Mrs. G. C. Torguson 
and Mrs. G. C. Wollan were talented musicians who contributed to 
vocal and instrumental music in the church. 


When it was necessary for the regular organist, Mrs. Charlotte 
Aal Smith, to be absent for musical study, her position was ably filled 
by Mrs. Margot Wollan Wells, Mrs. Frances Irgens Hallett, Mrs. J. 
Linnevold, and Miss Agnes Ellefson. 


A number of excellent soloists have sung with the choir through 
the years. Among these were Holger W. Wollan, in whose memory the 
pipe organ has been given, Blanche Rovelstad, Mrs. B. L. Mathiesen, 
Mrs. Margot Wells, Erling Wollan, Leo Sylvester, Miss Julia Trangs- 
rud, Carol and Sharon Fowlds, Mr. and Mrs. Llewellyn Christenson, 
Mrs. Warren Hovren, Miss Eleanor Femrite, and a number of others.

Choir directors who have given unselfishly of their services from 
time to time have been Mrs. H. P. Ausan, J. Linnevold, C. I. Wollan, 
Obed Grinder, Erling Wollan, Walter Peterson, Reverend David Quill, 
Miss Ione Wennes, Miss Eleanor Erickson, Mr. A. M. Savold, Mrs. 
Margot Wells and Mr. Ellsworth Knutson. 


Besides the regular singing of anthems at worship services, the 
choir has given frequent song services and concerts. After the comple- 
tion of the new church in 1916, the choir furnished the chancel with 
altar, pulpit, altar rail and carpet. 


Many notable musical events have been sponsored by the choir, 
among which are the organ dedication concert by Hamlin Hunt in 
1920, and the St. Olaf choir concert in June 1921. In 1919 the choir 
gave concerts at Brooten, Cyrus, and Lowry, and in 1920 at Starbuck.

For the last several years it has been customary for the choir to 
present spec.al song services on Easter Sunday and Thanksgiving Day. 


An important part of the choral program of Glenwood Lutheran 
concerns the Junior Choir, organized by Mrs. J. Linnevold about the 
year 1930. From the historical booklet of that year we quote: “A new 
chapter has recently been added to the musical history of our congre- 
gation in the organization of the Junior Choir, which has been a spe- 
cial labor of love by Mrs. J. Linnevold, assisted by the pastor. This 
work has been conducted for a number of years, but became a firmly 
established institution when at the suggestion and by the efforts of 
Mrs. Linnevold the boys and girls were provided with white vest- 
ments. These young choristers sing an anthem and the responsive 
service on the first Sunday of the month, and at Easter and Christmas 
they sing a cantata appropr-ate to the season. As the members out- 
grow the Junior Choir they are ready and well prepared to enter the 
senicr choir. And so we trust that the fine musical tradition established 
by the singers of the earlier period may serve as a spur and an in- 
spiration to each succeding generation.” 


Mrs. Harold L. Eastlund 


For a few years the work of the Jun‘or Choir was discontinued 
but the group was reorganized in the year 1945, under the direction 
of Mrs. H. L. Eastlund. There were 30 boys and 30 girls present at the 
first rehearsal on November 3, 1945. These young boys and girls from 
the fifth through the ninth grade have been very faithful in attend- 
ance and have contributed greatly to the work of the church. For a 
number of years they sang at the church service on the first Sunday 
of the month. Later this was increased to every other Sunday, and in 


1948, when two services were held each Sunday, the Junior Choir pro- 
vided special music at the early service each Sunday. Soloists and 
smaller vocal groups at present alternate with the Junior Choir in 
singing at the early service. 


For a number of years the Junior Choir members paid dues at 
each rehearsal to help build up a fund for new vestments. With the 
aid of special offerings and substantial gifts from the Ladies’ Aid and 
the Dorcas Society, new robes were purchased in 1947. During the 
summer of 1948 this young group sang at the first Junior Choir song 
festival at Luther Crest Bible Camp and appeared twice at the District 
Luther League Convention held in Glenwood. For several years a 
sizable gift was turned over to the parish house fund from the Junior 
Choir. For a number of years the Junior Choir also sang each Sunday 
during July and August when the Senior Choir was granted a vaca- 
tion. Yearly dues were discontinued in 1952 when the YES program 
(Youth Education In Stewardship) was inaugurated, part of this 
fund being used to supply music for the Junior Choir. 


Mrs. Margot Wells became the director of the Junior Choir in 
September, 1952, upon the resignation of Mrs. H. L. Eastlund. The 
congregation is greatly indebted to Mrs. Eastlund and Mrs. Wells, 
together with Mrs. Charlotte Aal Smith, the accompanist, for their 
diligent and capable assistance with the Junior Choir. 


The newest organization in our church is the Chapel Choir, or- 
ganized under the direction of Miss Eleanor Erickson in September, 
1953. It is composed of young people from the tenth, eleventh and 
twelfth grades of high school. Members of this group attend Sunday 
School at 9:30 and sing at the worship service at 11:00 A. M., alter- 
nating each week with the Senior Choir. With the help of the Ladies 
Aid, new vestments were secured for the Chapel Choir at Easter, 1954. 
The choir was asked to sing at the District Luther League Convention 
at Fergus Falls in October, 1954, and they have also sung at the special 
services with the other two choirs at Christmas, Easter, Thanksgiving, 
and at the Christmas Eve Candlelight Service. Upon the resignation 
of Miss Eleanor Erickson on Easter Sunday, 1955, Mr. Paul Finden has 
taken over as student director during the interim until the new parish 
worker arrives July 1, 1955. 


The three choirs of Glenwood Lutheran Church are now composed 
of more than 100 voices. May God’s blessing rest upon their ministry 
of music in the church. May succeeding years lead them toward ever 
greater achievements, to the glory of Christ’s name and the welfare 
of His Kingdom. 


THE ALTAR GUILD 


Early in 1943 the Altar Guild was organized by Pastor Linnevold. 
Twenty-four communicant members of the congregation make up this 
society, twelve being chosen from the Ladies’ Aid and twelve from 
the Dorcas Society. These are divided into teams of two for each 


month to carry out the work of the guild. Duties of the organization 
are to care for the sanctuary and prepare it for each service; to be 
custodians of the altar linens and all furnishings of the sanctuary; 
and to foster a better understanding of the liturgical heritages of the 
Lutheran Church. 


Regular meetings are conducted on the third Thursday of the 
month at 2:30 P. M., beginning in January when the new officers are 
elected. The pastor by virtue of his office is president ex-officio. At 
each meeting the pastor presents topics of information on the church’s 
custom of worship and her liturgical practices. A manual for Altar 
Guilds is studied and discussions are held on the orders of morning 
worship, symbols of the church, church architecture, and other re- 
lated subjects. Serving as a member of the Altar Guild helps one to 
contribute greatly to the orderly conduct of worship, and stimulates 
one’s interest and appreciation for the work of the church. Present 
officers of the Altar Guild are Mrs. Norman Sodahl, president; Mrs. 
Manferd Branby, vice-president; Mrs. Norman Aslakson, secretary- 
treasurer. 


SENIOR LUTHER LEAGUE 


In the early years of the church history the Luther League was 
known as the Young People’s Society. Just when the society was 
formed is not known, but it was in existence in Glenwood Lutheran 
at least sixty years ago. It seems to have been discontinued and started 
again several times through the years. 


In September of 1943 supper meetings at 5:00 P. M. on the second 
and fourth Sundays of the month were begun and have been continued 
since that time. Meetings have been devotional and social in character, 
the young people themselves being responsible for the program and 
lunch. The pastor, student pastor, and parish worker, have worked 
closely with this organization. In later years additional advisors have 
been chosen by the Leaguers from among the adult members of the 
church. Five adult couples are at present serving as advisors. High 
school students from grades nine to twelve comprise the membership 
of the Senior Luther League. 


This society, since its reorganization in 1943, has proved to be 
popular among the young people. Besides the devotional meetings, 
picnics, sleigh rides, toboggan parties, and other such outings are 
frequently held. A Pocket Testament League banquet is held almost 
every year, with more and more young people pledging themselves 
to carry with them a New Testament at all times and read a portion 
of it each day. Members of the confirmation class are welcomed into 
the Senior League at the first meeting in the fall of the year. 


On several occasions the Senior Luther League has taken com- 
plete charge of the Sunday morning worship, religious topics and musi- 
cal numbers being presented by the young people. International Luth- 
er League Day has been observed in the spring of the year, to which 
all of the members of the congregation have been invited. The Senior 


League regularly supports the “Youth In Action” project of the church 
body. 

Twelve leaguers represented the church at the International 
Luther League Convention at Saskatoon, Saskatchewan, Canada, in 
the summer of 1949. The Luther League, together with the entire con- 
gregation, rallied to support the purchase of Luther Crest B.ble Camp 
near Alexandria in 1945. A large number of leaguers from Glenwood 
Lutheran have attended Bible Camp each summer. A Luther League 
library of fine religious books is also maintained and regular contri- 
butions are made toward this library. 


The Luther League president was sent to the Leadership Training 
School at Concordia College in 1951. Several leaguers, together with 
Miss Wennes, parish worker, attended the International Convention 
in Seattle, Washington, that same year. The Luther College Nordic 
Cathedral Choir sang in Glenwood in 1951 under the sponsorship of the 
Senior League. The society has continued to send its president to the 
Leadership Training School each year. Christmas boxes have often 
been sent to service men from our congregation, this project being 
shared by both the Senior and Junior Leagues. At Christmas time also 
the young people go caroling to the homes of shut-ins and to the hos- 
pital. 


The Luther League sponsored the Concordia College choir concert 
in January, 1955, and is at present making plans to attend the Inter- 
national Luther League Convention in San Francisco this summer. 
Sixteen leaguers and two advisors from Glenwood Lutheran plan to 
make the trip. 


Present officers of the Senior League are Vincent Iverson, presi- 
dent; Dorothy Eastlund, vice-president; Eleanor Femrite, secretary; 
Phillip Simmons, treasurer; Arlys Nelson, P.T.L. secretary. 


JUNIOR LUTHER LEAGUE 


It was on September 21, 1947, under the special leadership of Miss 
Ione Wennes, parish worker, that the Junior Luther League was or- 
ganized. This group consists of seventh and eighth graders, members 
of the junior and senior confirmation classes, and the purpose of the 
organization is to train and prepare the children for active participa- 
tion in Senior League. 


Monthly meetings are held on the third Sunday of each month. 
Beginning with a supper meeting at 5:00 P. M., the programs and so- 
cials follow somewhat the same plan as in the Senior League. Ap- 
proximately sixty members are divided into five teams, each headed 
by one of the officers of the league. There are also adult advisors to 
work with the young people, planning and guiding and counseling. 


Frequent picnics and outings of various kinds are held. The Jun- 
ior Leaguers are also encouraged to become members of the Pocket 
Testament League. The “Youth In Action” project of the synod is sup- 
ported each year. A number of Junior Leaguers attend Bible Camp 


during the summer and one member represented the society at the 
International Convention in Canada in 1949. 


Together with the Senior League, the Junior League contributed 
financially to provide the lectern, baptismal font, and aitar rail in the 
new chapel of the parish house. 


Present officers of the Junior League are Audrey Moan, president; 
John Thompson, vice-president; Jane Lund, secretary; James Vegoe, 
treasurer; Ruth Femrite, P.T.L. secretary. 


THE MEN’S CLUB 


The Men’s Club of Glenwood Lutheran was organized in 1937 
for the purpose of enlisting the men of the church in a more active 
enterprise for the Kingdom of God. Its meetings, devotional and social 
in character, have been held on the third Monday of each month, 
September through May. 


In its very first year the Men’s Club installed a telephone at the 
church and paid the rental charge for the same. This service it has con- 
tinued to supply since that time. 


In 1944 letters were sent to servicemen, and a bulletin board, 
listing the names and addresses of all young men and women in the 
armed forces, was prepared and set up in the church. For a time the 
Men’s Club sponsored a reception for new members in the church on 
New Year’s Eve. Traditional Easter breakfasts have been served by 
this group since 1945. Recreational equipment, such as ping-pong and 
shuffleboard, were provided for the church parlors in that same year. 


Programs for the meetings have been varied. Sometimes a re- 
ligious or educational film is shown, a guest speaker is invited, or a 
round-table discussion is carried on within the group. Bowling and 
fishing parties and other outings have been held from time to time. 
The membership responds readily to any call for donated labor. The 
men have often worked at the parsonage, the church, the cemetery, 
or at the Skripsts home. When the parish house was being erected, the 
Men’s Club contributed many hours of labor toward the project. In 
recent years the group has assisted the ladies in serving at the lunch 
stand during Fair time. Funds from the treasury are always used for 
the work of the church. 


A men’s choir has been organized and from time to time sings 
under the leadership of Mr. Erling Wollan. A scholarship has also been 
established for young men of the congregation who attend Luther 
Theological Seminary. A new vestment with stoles was given to 
Reverend Quill from the Men’s Club in 1948. Landscaping of the church 
grounds was a project of the club in 1949. 


In February, 1949, the first annual Father-Son banquet was held. 
Each year the group has sponsored this event, having present such 
notable speakers as Governor Luther Youngdahl, State Treasurer Val 
Bjornson, and Reverend Reuben Youngdahi of Mt. Olivet Lutheran 


Church in Minneapolis. An annual lutefisk supper has been sponsored 
by the Men’s Club in the early part of December since 1950. 


Present officers of the Men’s Club are: Louis Flom, president; 
Gilman Gandrud, vice-president; Gerald Flaten, secretary; Milo Wahl- 
strom, treasurer. 


THE CHURCH CEMETERY 


In 1887 Knud Torguson donated to the congregation a portion of 
land adjoining the City Cemetery, to be dedicated as a church burial 
ground. To the south of this another acre was later purchased. 


For some years the care and control of the cemetery were in the 
hands of the Board of Trustees. On January 14, 1939, however, upon 
the authority of the congregation, the Board of Trustees appointed the 
tirst Cemetery Board as follows: chairman, Henry Ness, Gilman Gan- 
drud, J. O. Haugen, Myrtle Olson, Mrs. G. H. Moen, Mrs. T. A. Strand, 
and C. O. Wollan. 


Among the major projects carried to completion by the Cemetery 
Board are the following: a water system was installed jointly with the 
City Cemetery which provides water under pressure at several out- 
lets; the Kaldahl Memorial Gate provided by Mrs. E. E. Kaldahl and 
her sons, the installation of which the Board supervised; the building 
of additional roads on the grounds; planting trees and lining up head- 
stones and markers. The care of the cemetery is supervised by the 
Board and they employ a caretaker to look after this important work. 


About 15 years ago a new five acre plot of ground across the 
ravine from the church cemetery was secured for future development. 
This beautiful section of ground is now in use. The Cemetery Board, 
headed by Mr. Henry Ness, is to be highly commended for their care- 
ful planning and diligent service in the development of these grounds. 
Architectural plans have been followed, a well dug, a sprinkling sys- 
tem installed, and grass and hedges planted. It is hoped that a large 
central monument may be erected in the cemetery in the near future. 
The new cemetery was dedicated on Sunday, November 1, 1953. 


Present members of the Cemetery Board are: Henry Ness, Chair- 
man; H. J. Talle, Secretary-Treasurer; Mrs. Gilbert Moen, Mrs. T. A. 
Strand, Oliver Hoplin, Oliver Kaldahl, Erwin Haldorson. 


THE BOARD OF FINANCE 


At the annual meeting in 1952 a resolution from the Board of 
Trustees was presented to the congregation requesting the appoint- 
ment of a Board of Finance to assist in the ingathering of funds for 
the congregation. The following persons were appointed as members 
of this Board: Howard Groven, Mrs. Harry Anderson, Charles Gordon, 
Grant Hustad, and Mrs. H. M. Halverson. At its first meeting the Board 
elected Mr. Grant Hustad to be its chairman. 


At the annual meeting of the congregation in 1953 the constitution 


was amended to make the Board of Finance a permanent part of the 
church program. It is the duty of this Board to supervise the steward- 
ship program of the church, to disseminate information in regard to 
its financial affairs, to find ways and means for the systematic ingath- 
ering of its funds, and to bring every member to a clear realization of 
his responsibility for the hberal and regular support of the work cif 
the church. 

Present members of the Board are the same as those mentioned 
above, with Mrs. Harry Anderson serving as chairwoman at the pres- 
ent time.

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A Brief History of Glenwood Lutheran Church 


The first visit of a Luvheran missionary 
pastor to Pope County was May 7, 1865. He 
was the Rev. Thomas Johnson of St. Peter, 
Minnesota, who held the first service at 
Lake Johanna on that date. Other missionary 
pastors followed him and services were held 
in the various homes of the community. 


The first resident pastor in Pope County 
was Peder S. Reque who came in 1869, or- 
ganizing a number of congregations in the 
county. Rev. M. M. Koefod, first pastor of 
Indherred Church west of Glenwood, visited 
here and prepared the field for the organ- 
ization of a congregation. On May 24th, 
1880, at a meeting held at the court house, 
M. A. Wollan presiding, the Glenwood Luth- 
eran Church was organized. The Rev. M. M. 
Koefod was called as temporary pastor.

First Pastor ing committee was elected and the first 

ree! iy church edifice, a structure 45 x 30, was erect- 
ee ed on the grounds now occupied by the high school. In 1887 Knud Torguson 
af donated a portion of land adjoining the City Cemetery to be dedicated as a 
church yard. More adjoining land was later purchased, all of which now con- 


stitutes Glenwood Lutheran Cemetery. 


At the resignation of Rev. M. M. Koefod in 1888, his brother, the Rev. H. O. 
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Koefod, was called as pastor. In 1898 Rev. G. T. Lee was called and served for 
ae ' i sixteen years. Rev. H. P. Ausan was the next pastor, serving from 1914’to 1917, 
Aidt: followed by Rev. John Linnevold, whose faithful ministry continued until 1944. 
tines The present pastor, Rev. D. J. Quill, began his ministry here in September of 
it that year. 


Through the efforts of individuals and organizations, the new church edi- 
fice was erected and dedicated August 29, 1920. Included in it was a beautiful 
Kilgen pipe organ, a gift from Delia Wollan in memory of her deceased 
husband, Holger W. Wollan, who frequently had sung at church services. In 1946 
the church was remodeled and redecorated.
